The inauguration of another chief 
executive of the United States has 
become a part of history and your 
corres|M>ndent will bear witness that 
it was a National Inauguration in 
every sense. 

1 have seen many parades go hack 
and forth on historic Pennsylvania 
avenue, but this one I think, excelled 
them all in pomp of drum majors, 
length and orderliness of procession 
and in the numbers and enthusiasm 
of the throngs of spectators. The 
President’s salute of twenty one 
guns from the Navy yard and a like 
number from Fort Myer and from 
Fort Washington were still booming

When the President 
reached the Capitol he proceeded 
at once to the marbd gppartment 
known as the President's room. 
Here the floral decorations were 
elaborate. The mantle and windows 
were banked with roses and orchids 
and the bronze bust of McKinley was 
surrounded by flowers ami a draped 
flag. Accompanied by the members 
of the cabinet, he went to the sen- 
ate where at twelve o'clock Vice- 
President Fairbanks took the oath 
of office, and made a short address. 
The floor of the Senate was crowd- 
ed with Senators, Representatives, 
members of the diplomatic Corps and 
Presidental party. The galleries in 
which every seat had been reserved 
for the families of the President, 
Vice-President, the Speaker of the 
House, and of Senators and mem- 
bers, were packed, even the steps 
which were utilized as seats by the 
observers. 

After his address and a prayer by 
the Chaplain Vice-President Fair- 
banks administered the oath of of- 
fice to the Senators elect. 

At the conclusion of these ceremo- 
nies the President took his stand on 
the Inaugural platform, facing the 
great crowd that had assembled on 
the plaza which extends from the 
Capitol to the gold-domed Library of 
Congress. On his right sat the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court who 
administered the oath of office and 
the President then delivered his In- 
augural address. It was very short 
taking not more than ten minutes 
for its delivery and owing to the im- 
mensity of the crowd could be heard 
only by those who sat in his immedi- 
ate vicinity. 

Immediately after his address the 
President returned to the Presi- 
dent’s room in the Senate and after 
congratulations and a few words 
with his friends he re-entered his 
carriage and was driven rapidly to 
the White House. 

The waving of flags and cheering 
met him on all sides as he proceeded 
at a swift trot up the Avenue and he 
was kept bowing from the right to 
left, acknowledging the enthusiastic 
salutes the entire way. After a 
luncheon to which a number of 
guests were invited but which was 
really a hurried meal he took his 
place in the enclosed stand which 
was in the centre of the "Court of 
History” and from this point re-

JERUSALEM TO-DAY. 

Old Sites of the Holy City 
Rapidly Disappearing:. 

Creat Obstacle to Study of Anci- 
ent Localities is Erection 
of New Houses. 

Harry Gordon, who has returned 
from a six months’ tour of the Ho- 
«y L .and, and who also was present 
at the* last production of Oberam- 
mergau some time ago, gives the 
press the following: 

" ‘The view of Jerusalem is the 
history of the world,’ so wrote Dis- 
raeli early in the 19th century: and 
he added: 'It is more common it 

is the history of the earth and of 
heaven.’ And to-day in Jerusalem 
an epitome of all the nations is pre- 
sented. and a strange world is to be 
studied within the walls of Jerusa- 
lem. 

*‘The walls are still a glorious'fact 
and most impressively do their ruddy | 
tawny bastiousand embattled sum- 
mits tower up against the deep blue 
of the sky, as we descend the Valley 
of Hinnom. thence to ascend the 
Jaffa Gate, where is the only break 
in the mighty wall that ugly rent 
tom betwixt the Tower of David and 
the Jaffa Gate to allow the cavalcade 
of Kaiser William to enter. But, in 
spite of this rent, the scene of the 
Jaffa Gate is full of life and color. 
Bread and cake and fruit sellers in 
•colored robes are clustered around 
its pillars, and under its vaults Jews 
in round flat hats bound with fur 
and in purple robes of velvet and 
silk, are hustled by ragged Bedouins 
in gray and brown patched robes. 
Turkished officials in the regulation 
fez, halt before a rugged pile of 
pomegranates at the arch. 

“A Jew in yellow robe, with black 
•velvet hat passes in as some Persains 
in red sheep-skin hustles past a lem- 
on seller, who is crouched by a pile 
of yellow fruit smoking his hubble- 
bubble regardless of trade. Negro 
porters in gray rags elbow women, 
veiled and uvailed, and makes way 
for an ass, led by a shephered in 
brown robes with a half-veiled wom- 
an seated on its back. 

A continuous throng comes and 
goes everywhere, ever chatting and 
shouting- no two figures alike or in 
color. Women in rich garments and 
girls with open-breasted robes, bal- 
ancing water basins on their heads. 
And inside the Gate rises up the 
masive or the solid Tower of David. 
Turkish soldiers are patrolling near 
for just beyond is the citadel. But 
let us turn up the narrow way to the 
left. Lying at the corner of a great 
house is the naked body of a poor 
wretch a brown piece of sacking 
thrown over his loins; he waits alms, 
but makes no sign. A Roman priest 
passes by then; a Greek priest, and a 
woman, all veiled, clothed in white 
from head to foot save her black veil 
then a man in a brown robe on a lit- 
tle mule. 

"Such is the ever varying, quick, 
eager, shifting crowd, so full of col- 
or; so ever changing as we penetrate 
doubling on our steps, down through I 
the busy David’s street on into Mo- 
hammedan street where dark shad- 
ows are thrown by the arches and 
the brilliant colors are softened by 
the shade. The stranger can soon ■ 
learn to thread his way amid the ! 
narrow, tortuous streets that inter- 1 
sect Jerusalem. The city is so small j 
that, lose one’s self as one easily j 
may repeatedly, the outer walls J 
must soon be reached. If we enter 1 
by the Jaffa gate on the west, abroad 
temple area lies to the east and soon ! 
blocks the route along the eastern 
walls, and soaswe bear to the north. a 
continuous narrow thoroughfare is 
stuck, below which, far down be- 
neath the accumulation of ages, runs 
the pavements of the "way of pain" 
trodden by the feet of Christ. 

"There is a spot where today the 
actual pavement may be seen, but to 
get to it once must enter into a 
house and descend may steps; and 
then, some twenty feet b low the t 
pr* sent street, are seen the broad 
level slabs of the Roman pavement. ,

niche as for a figure, or a seat at the 
arch, and a portcullis like grove slit in 
the natural rock. This is supposed 
to be, and on fair grounds for the 
supposition the site of Pilate the 
Govenor’s house, and so the latter 
arch in the street above is called the 
“Eece Homo” Arch. 

The principal obstacle in Jerusalem 
to the study of holy and historic sites 
is the passion for building over these 
sires, and to-day that evil is increas- 
ing. Every section of the Cristian 
church Russian, Greek, Armenian 
Rome (with all its various sections), 
Coptic and the various Protestant 
nations is trying to secure some 
historic or legendary site; and this 
secured, up goes a building, distroy- 
ing the natural configuration of the 
site, absolutely obliterating the asso- 
ciation that the scene would call up 
if left untouched. Well may a mod- 
ern writer exclaim, even of St. Hel- 
ena. ‘What right had even the An- 
cients to build a church here?’ 

To-day the Russians are most ag- 
gressive. In 530 A. D., Theodocius 
counted twenty-six churches on 
the Mount of Olives, but they were 
not such mighty buildings as the Rus- 
sians are erecting there to-day, with 
all the glare of colored and gilded 
domes. And on the summit of the 
Mount rises a great high tower that 
dominates the whole country round. 
While bathing in the Red Sea I look- 
ed up and there, in the sky as it were, 
was this peaked Russian tower. 
These new buildings on the Mount of 
Olive are all additional to the great 
square of Russian buildings outside 
the wall on the Jaffa road. 

"The last place to have been wall- 
ed around is that little hill just out- 
side the Damascus Gate, still called 
‘Golgotha’ by the Jews. It is no 
longer possible to climb this little 
hill and look back to the east on the ! 
Mount of Olives, and the way to i 
Mount Sion on the Southwest. This 
site, where Gorden claimed that 
Christ suffered, was almost, until to- 
day, free from all building, as in his 
age and from superstitious right and 
false legend. The Gorden Tomb be- 
neath it is still unspoiled, although 
the custodian has a little house in 
the garden. One pays a small fee to 
look into this rock-cut tomb and be it 
the tomb of Christ or not.it is indeed a

REMARKABLE EATER. 

Englishman Has Most Marvelous 
Record of Any Man 
Alive. 

[I'hkiiKti Tribune.] 

Colonel Newnham Davis, of Lon- 
don has the most marvelous gas- 
; tronomic record of any man in the 
i world. 

Colonel Davis has eaten in every 
land under the sun. Thete is not a 
I country in the world he has not vis- 
ited. From the wilds of India to the 
! exclusive cafes in London, from hos- 
' pitable Japan to the battle ground 
1 of the Transvaal, he has paid partic- 
ular attention to the culinary ability 
: of each country. x 

His records extends from a $100 
per plate dinner in London to a 10 
cent quick lunch in the United States. 
He has devoured quadrupeds from a 
horse to a fat puppy; practically all 
the fowel of the air and the fish of 
the sea have been on his bill of fare 
at one time or another. He has 
even eaten that hated living thing 
I which Is classed under neither of 
these heads the snake. And none 
has arisen to dispute his title of the 
world’s most remarkable diner. 

Colonel Davis talks as an expert 
! now on the subject of gastronomy. 

1 If there is any peculiar delicacy un- 
der the sun he hasn’t tasted he 
doesn't know about it. The Colonel 
i says his most remarkable meal was 
eaten in Japan, the land of flowers 
and the home of fish eaters. It was 
a fish that played the most conspicu- 
! ous part in this strange meal. 

“It was in Tokyo, I believe,” said 
Colonel Davis. "I was dining with 
a Japanese family, and almost the 
first dish brought on was a queer 
covered affair. The servant remov- 
ed the cot ner, and, lo and behold, a 
live fish wriggled and flapi>ed inside. 
The fish was brought in in this con- ' 
1 dition to prove it was alive. 

“It was killed before my eyes and 
I was expected to eat part of it the 
way it was- uncooked. I did so, 
too. It was of a peculiar taste, but 
not unpleasant. The fish, it appears 
is of the species commonly eaten in 
the Mikadoo’s kingdom without be- j 
ing cooked owing to its palatable ’ 
taste in its raw state. 

“The Japanese are wonderful 
cooks. It is too bad we cannot take 
lessons from them in the prepara- 
tion of food so that it will tickle the 
palate. 

"The Japanese have one other dish 
of a peculiar nature. It is a sort of 
a consomme. It is an absolutely 
clear soup which appears to be mere- 
ly water, but one taste convinces a 
person it has been skillfully made of 
some kind of meat. 

"Next to Japan, China offers the 
greatest array of marvelous dishes. 
Eggs 40 and 50 years old, which have ' 
been buried for those periods in a 
clay, are held to be the greatest de- 
licacies in the empire. The longer 
the egg is interred the finer it is sup- 
posed to be. The Chinese egg that 
is sent to the table is almost black 
and its flavor reminds one of an 
over-ripe egg that has been hard 
boiled and then served. 

“I have eaten many disagreeable 
things in China merely for the ex- 
perience, of course. Among these 
were sea slugs, a sort of oyster, and 
fattened puppy. The most disagree- 
able, however, was a bit of cold 
pig's liver wrapped around a prune. 
There was no escape for me from 
eating this, though I tried to avoid 
it. My neighbor at the table picked 
up the liver and the prune with his 
chop steaks and held them before 
my lips. I could do nothing but 
open my mouth and allow the combi- 
nation to be inserted because it is 
considered a single honor in the cel- 
estial kingdom to have a fellow 
guest offer you si dainty morsel in 
the aforeside msinner.

This letter states that the apron 
was brought to the United Stales by 
the Marquis de Lafayette and pro* 
sen ted to Gen. Washington. 

Oliver Walcott w;is the senior war- 
den of the Masonic lodge "I which 
Washington was ;t member, and at- 
the death of t’v latter the apron 
was given t > Mr. Wilcott. It has 
sinee been handed down front vener- 
ation, until it finally reached the 
bulge room in Lor >y. 

According to the Walcott letter, 
the apron is about 155 years old.

PARASOL HANDLE 

Sprouted And Hah Grown Into 
a Respectably Sized 
Tree. 

The handle of an old parasol, which 
has taken root in the ground and 
grown into a tree in the yard of 
Joseph A. Wisner, in this city, is at- 
tracting attention front naturalists 
and men of science, says a dispatch 
to the Cincinnati Enquirer front a 
Pennsylvania town. Incredible as it 
may seem, there is a score of reputa- 
ble residents who testify to the 
truthfulness of the statement that 
the tree really sprang front the par- 
asol handle. But for fear of vandals 
the curiosity would be transplanted 
to one of the public squares. 

In 18*55 a parasol was presented to 
Miss Susan Suey. Miss Suey after- 
ward married Jakob Kohler and still 
resides in this county. She kept the 
parasol until it became useless as a 



sunshade and stored it in an attie. 
More than 15 years ngo she resur- 
rected the handle and used it as n 
fly-bush bundle at Entig'a Grove 
Camp. After n fire which wiped 
out the camp the handle Itccame part 
of the salvage. 

In the following spring Mrs. Koh- 
ler utilized the handle to support a 
rose in her door yard. Several 
months afterward it was discovered 
that it had taken root and sprouted. 
It became an object of curiosity for 
the entire countryside, ami people 
came miles to see it. One night 

s ane one attempted to carty it tiff, 
and succeeded in tearing away a 
number of branches. About this 
time Mrs. Kohler moved away from 
York, and she intrusted the "parasol 
tree," as it hud begun to be called, 
to the care of Mr. and Mrs. Wisner. 
who have carefully transplanted it 
to their own yard, and have nourish- 
ed it ever since. 

While this part of the story is not 
:is reliably vouched for as is that of 
the sprouting parasol handle itstdf, 
it is asserted that on the night of 
Mr. Kohler's death the metal spring 
which hud remained in the handle 
throughout all those years fell off. 

The handle continued to thrive, 
and is now quite a respectable young 
tits 1 . Each summer it bears beauti- 
ful little star-shaped flowers, some- 
thing like forget-me-nots, and lier- 
ries. The latter never ri|ien, but 
shrivel before maturity.

Kvery year persons end their lives 
in the rapid-running waters of Ni- 
agara. The record goes far track, 
and includes many strange cases. 
Ann Hall, :>4 years old, committed 
suicide 50 years ago hy going over 
the waterfall. She was a hride of 
hut a week. 

Kach suicide appears to have a dif- 
ferent plan. A party of visitors 
were enjoying the scene from the 
Third Sister Island on August 10, 
1K.HJ, when they were startled hy a 
man emerging from the hushes. He 
was clad only in light underwear. 
Tossing articles of jewelry to them 
he loa|)ed into the boiling waters 
close- by. He was Herman Wuttke, 
of Buffalo, and his act was due to 
despondency. 

There have la-eii suicides at night 
as well as hy day. V. Sweet, of 
Jersey City, on August III, 1885, 
strolled out from his hotel to enjoy 
Niagara hy moonlight. At Prospect 
Point he found a man's coat, and pa- 
lters in the pocket indicated it be- 
longed to Chauncey Hough, of Bata- 
via. A week Inter Mr. Hough's body 
was taken from the whirlpool. 

Edwin Miles and Ft. H. Trebor, 
minstrels, strolled to Pntspect Point 
on November l'i, 1888, to view tin- 
falls. 

“I wonder." said Mr. Treltor, 
"how far a boat could come down 
those rapids and not go over the 
fall." 

"Say," called a stranger standing 
by as they prxsed , "I know how far 
a bout could go, hut I will show you 
how far I can go." 

With that the man buttoned up 
his coat, pulled his hat down on his 
head, threw away a cigar, and, leap- 
ing upon the parapet wall, dived 
headlong into the current.a few feet 
hack from the brink of the Ameri- 
can Fall, over which he was quickly 
swept. He was Charles Champion, 
of Hutralo, 21 years old, who hail 
had no trouble, so far as his friends 
knew. 

Niagara was startled September 
lit, 1891. by a double suicide, but 
the incidents had no relation to each 
other. Walter Haywood, of Buffa- 
lo, leaped into the river from Luna 
island, while Mrs. Bessie Luders, of 
New York, entered the river from 
Prospect Park. Haywood was fi- 
nancially unfortunate. He left this 
verse: 

Here poor, unfortunate Haywood 
lies; 

Nobody laughs, nobody cries; 

Where he's gone and how he fares 

Nobody knows and nobody cares. 

In her trip to eternity Mrs. Bessie 
Luders had a helping hand out- 
stretched to her at the brink of tin- 
falls, the incident being one of the 
most tragic ever known at Ni- 
agara. 

It. I. Heim, of Philadelphia, saw 
the woman come down the river. 
Without thought of the danger he 
climbed over the wall and waded out 
six feet to a point only 10 feet from 
the brink of the American full. 

Three times he grabbed her cloth- 
ing, but as many times did she pull 
away. Slu- was swept over the 
brink. It was with difficulty that 
Heim regained the shore. 

Clerks in the postotHce and express 
offices occasionally have strange ex- 
periences with persons bent on sui- 
cide. In 1891 a man called at the 
Aiperican Express office and sent his 
watch and money to Louisville. The 
agent suspected the man and the po- 
lice arrested him. He admitted he 
was bent on going over the falls. 

The body of a woman found float- 
ing in the lower river May lfi, 1892, 
was identified as Miss EmmaC.Aup-j 
perle, of Philadelphia. Her friends j 
sai'l that once while chatting she | 
said: 

"If I ever commit suicide I will go 
to Niagara. 1 selected the spot two 
years ago when I was there,” 

“It is all for that woman,” wrote 
Noble Kennv, of Buffalo, before he 
went to death from Prospect Point. 

"It is home trouble," called fif- 
teen-year-old Ethel Lynman to Po- 
liceman Burch, as she was wading 
out in the river at Luna Island. The 
officer caught her. 

Jennie Newell threw herself into ' 
the river May 28. 1S93, but was res- 
cued. 

"Don't pull me out, boys: let me j

1:1, 1898. He had driven about the 
reservation and on the return from 
Goat Island deliberately leaped from 
the bridge into the rapids. 

A reward of $1,000 waa offered for 
the recovery of his body. The lower 
river waa watched as never before, 
it was surprising the number of 
bodies found, hut none was identi- 
fied as that of Schlenmi. 

Hippolyte Schneider ,a Frenchman,, 
added novelty to the manner of dy- 
ing at Niagara. He walked out on 
a reef above the Goat Island bridge 
Mareh 30, It WO, and tired his revol- 
ver in the air. Twice the rejsirt 
rung out, as if to attract attention, 
and then he was seen to place the 
pistol in his mouth. There was a 
report and the man tumbled into the 
water and was swept away over the 
falls. He was infatuated with Lil- 
lian Russell and for her had died.

ferry boat in the world is owned by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and is used in transferring 
trains across Carquinoz Strait, in 
Contra Costa county, California, be- 
tween Benicia and Port Costa. 

This colossal craft is christened 
the Solano. The boat is not only 
large in dimensions, but also in pow- 
er. The Solano has a net tonnage of 
3,057 tons, is 430 feet long, 1 16 feet 
wide and has a mean draught of 15 
feet. Her two engines have a com- 
bined strength of 2,000 horse power. 
This ferry boat is longer than most 
of the great battle ships of the Unit- 
ed States or other navies. 

The Solano transfers, on an aver- 
age, 10,000 trains a year that is, all 
sorts of trains. Often the boat car- 
ries 40 large heavily-loaded freight 
cars at one trip. Not less than 14 
trains are hauled each day. The 
boat has made as high as 42 trips 
during the 24 hours. The Solano 
has four smokestacks and steel boil- 
ers. The two engines work entirely 
independent one to each paddle 
wheel. This monster craft is con- 
stantly on duty day and night. At 
the crossing point Carquinoz Strait 
is about a mile wide and it requires 
from 11 to 13 minutes to make atrip 
each way from slip to slip. On an 
average about 30 trips per day are 
made. So systematically and swift- 
ly are the trips scheduled that there 
is very little, if any, delay to the 
many trains. Thousands of passen- 
gers traveling each way are trans- 
ferred every day.
